MORE ABOUT PROFESSORS. 



Practically every student who attends lectures takes noWs. 
Swne take but a few, others volumes. These merely act as a 
supplement to that knowledge which we have accumulated and 
stored away during the lecture. Now the greater the number of 
mental notes which we make, the less will be the necessity , for 
us to jot them down in our books. In other vords, could the 
professor make his subject sufficiently interesting or vivid note- 
taking might be reduced to a minimum. Of course, this is de- 
pendent upon the student's capacity for absorbing the làiowledge 
but it is also proportional to the manner in which it is imparted. 

A great many professors may be defined as machines which 
begin to work at the beginning of the hour and automatically shut 
themselves off five minutes after the hour. Like the ma> 
chine, they function for the hour, in the same monotonous tone, 
like thé^hum of a motor. No matter how thrilling may be the 
subject, they cannot allow themselves to grow enthusiastic over 
it. The students go fiom these lectures with a sheaf of notes 
taken down more or less automatically by force of habit. When 
i«view time comes they scan these notes as they would some- 
thing they had never seen or heard of before. 

Then there is the professor, who, no matter how dry may 
be the subject about which he is lecturing, is sure to get «nthuil< 
•stie over it. He has an anecdote to illustrate every important 
point. The student goes from his lecture with such a picture 
in his mind as will be recalled in the spring by a few notot. His 
students strive not to see how many lectures tliey can possibly 
miss but how many they can attend, and no one ii evfn heaxd 
to remark that he slept during the hour. If McGill is to retain 
her position as one of the premijer colleges of this continent the 
must see to it that her professors are "real live^ ones and not 
"duds."

The 
chief stocidiolder in the company pas- 
sed away about a. year ago and the pre- 
sent government of Panama is com 
posed of his political fidversaries who 
would not renew- the contract.

Comission of Three to Make 
Records of War and Peace 

The handling of public records of 
any kind, the arranging, storing and 
tabulating of them either for perma- 
nent reference or eventual destruction, 
is something of aHinc art, and it cer- 
talaly isn't stretching tbe point very 
fSr to say that It Is an art which is 
pnraued probably less than any other 
art in existence. 

In the case of governments in gen- 
eral, it haa been conspicuous by its 
absence, and hi tbe case Àt the Cans- 
Alas Oofamment .in particular, its 
leaancy has been shouted from the 
bousetops- 

It isn't as though there were no 
•racles in existence which could bo 
Cfluttlted or systems which could be 
tued as models, though to be sure the 
good ones could probably be numbered 
«tt the fingers of one band-^d never 
mtad the thumb. Great commercial 
taatttatlona, such as the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce in Toronto, under 
posttive pressure have produceMl record 
■ >e f » t e warehouses Just as perfect and 
aotomatlc In their operation upon the 
OeeuaMBt in its descent from the file 
to tke tnmaee— or to be more correct 
nowadays the repulper— as are the 
processes upon a lE-lnch, gun in its 
Jflamey from the Elswick Ingot to the 
Queen Elizabeth. But governments 
labouring -under the confusing search- 
lights of divided public opinion are 
•low to move, slower tp' be convinced 
and posltirely slothful .to take action, 
especially when ïmdér^'the old regime, 
,or lack of it, there Is always room 
for Just one file more, so long as the 
door. will shut. Departments hare to 
fee brought together in oooference with 
a legion of special wants, chokod and 
Imrsting record rooms have to be 
allowed to prove their case, plans have 



to be considered and properties par- 
haps acquired, and when at last the 
ground may bave been elearad, the 
government may go out of power, and 
the whole business be throws lato the 
melting pot a(aln— «ad all tka while 
tbe records are piling up aa4 up, and 
a respite aerer oomes. 

It haa been like this in Ottawa «rer 
since the beginning of things. No sys- 
tematic attempt to deal with «ovem» 
ment records and separate tbe 4epart- 
mental chaftfrom ttie' wheat has ever 
been made. When aa .ealbtuisitlc 
Dominbm' arehtrist hfw gained per- 
mission to search tor certain lavalua» 
ble documents, a wise Mead has batn 
known to ask, "Where are •ymi gotag 
to do the sorting r* and- the Very rec- 
ollection of hU tiay AtoUtm RnUd- 
ing alreadr fllM to trarstiag, and 
of thé mountain of material awaiting 
his flail,' has been enough to make Mm 
clap metaphorical haads to his head 
and hurriedly think of sonethtag 
else.
